Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32 - 50 and 52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 32 and 52, the cited prior art neither teach or fairly suggest an 
analyzer and a method of using the analyzer, wherein the analyzer further incorporates a 
supply line fluidly coupled to the sample chamber and supplying a mixture of a chamber 
solution and a fluid immiscible with the chamber solution to the sample chamber, 
wherein the sample chamber is configured such that a film of chamber solution is formed 
between the measuring surface and the immiscible fluid when the mixture is in the 
sample chamber.
